May it please your Excellency, 

We, the Board, of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals, have 
the honour to submit to your Excellency this our Third Annual 
Report. 

During the past year we have carefully inspected the several 
Dublin hospitals which receive grants from Parliament. These 
are — 

1. The Westmoreland Lock Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — 

a. The Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 
b- The Whitworth Medical Hospital. 
c. The Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens’ Hospital. 

4. The Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

5. The Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

6. The Rotundo Lying-in Hospital. 

7. The Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. The St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital ; and 

9. The Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of 

the Concordatum Fund. 



On making these inspections we carefully inquired respecting the 
state and condition of each institution. The wards and all other 
portions were examined to ascertain if due provision were made for 
the comforts of the patients, and all necessary attention given to 
them, and if the several parts of the buildings were kept in good 
order. We have since issued the Circular (No. 1), Appendix, 
requesting any information or suggestions which the Governors of 
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Thin! llrpnrt of the Board of Dahlia Hospital*. 

each hospital might he disposed to offer in regard to its funds, 
management, &c. The replies received by the Board are given in 
the Appendix (No. 2.) 

The Westmokei.and Lock Hospital. 

This institution when inspected was still undergoing repairs and 
alterations. It contained 80 patients, whose condition appeared 
to be fairly provided for. Some considerable improvements, espe- 
cially in the kitchen and basement portions, are yet required. 

We regret to find that no change has been made in respect to 
the water-closets, whose imperfect construction we felt it our 
duty to bring before the notice of your Excellency in our last 
Annual Report. 

The attention of the local officers was brought, to certain defects 
in the receipt of some articles of consumption — in respect to the 
want of taking stock periodically — and to a better manner of pre- 
paring the important article of soup, for which the Governors have 
made due provision, but which was not carefully attended to by the 
matron. 

On the whole the institution is much improved. 

Nine hundred and thirty-live patients were treated in the hospital 
in the course of the year ended 31st March last, being an excess 
of 184 over the number in the previous year. The average daily 
number was 83J. At the end of the former year 84 remained in 
hospital; 851 were admitted during the year; 843 discharged; and 
4 died. 

The mortality was very low. 

The average number (if days spent in hospital was 32 in the 
previous year the number was 27. The excess is accounted for by 
nearly one-tliird of this year’s patients being cases of secondary and 
of tertiary syphilis. In the previous years the admissions were 
much limited to persons affected with primary symptoms. 

A classified return of the diseases by which the patients were 
affected is given in the Appendix (No. 3). 

We learn that the Governors have endeavoured to give effect 
to tho recommendation of the Parliamentary Committee of the 
House of Commons with respect to the instruction of pupils in 
this hospital ; but as certificates of attendance on such institutions 
are not required by the examining Medical authorities, very few 
have attended. 

Having received communications from Government to provide 
for the reception of females affected with venereal diseases, who 
caused much injury to the soldiers at the Curragli of Kildare Camp, 
as stated by the attending Chaplain, the Governors made provi- 
sion accordingly; but, as yet, none have come from that district. 

The House oe Industry Hospitals. 

The wards and other portions of this institution that are appro- 
priated to patients were in a satisfactory state on inspection ; but 
the new laundry which has been constructed by the Board of Public

Works was very defective, though for some months handed over to 
the Governors as having been completed. 

The recreation ground for convalescent patients appears to be of 
great benefit to them. 

The registry of patients is much improved, though it is not per- 
fect; the water-closets and the baths in the Richmond Hospital 
are yet defective. 

On the 31st March, 1858, 89 patients remained in the Hardwicke 
Fever Hospital ; 1 ,609 were admitted during the year ended 31st 
March last; 1,468 were discharged; and 146 died in the year. 

There remained in the Whitworth 69 patients at the commence- 
ment of the year; and 997 were admitted; 926 discharged; and 68 
died in the course of it. 

One hundred and eight patients remained in the Richmond Hos- 
pital on the 31st March, 1858: the admissions amounted to 1,374; 
the discharges to 1 ,340 ; and the deaths to 33, up to the 31st March, 
1859 ; and 109 remained at that period. 

The mortality in the Hardwicke was 9'4 per cent. ; in the Whit- 
worth, 6-84; and in the Richmond, 2-40. As the patients in the 
latter are all surgical, and those in the two other hospitals almost 
exclusively medical, the relative mortality in each class of patients 
is shown by these contrasts. Yet every surgical case that otters, no 
matter liow serious or likely to result fatally, is admitted into tlie 
Richmond. 

The total mortality in the three portions of the institution was 247 , 
or 660 per cent, on' the 3,373 that were treated to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year in 
the Hardwicke and Whitworth, respectively, was 81 ; in the Rich- 
mond, 105. 

The number of days spent by the patients in hospital was, 17it 
in the Hardwicke; 27^ in the Whitworth; and 25 i in the Rich- 
mond. , ..... 

The cost both of maintenance and of establishment m tins insti- 
tution appears fair compared with that of similar hospitals. 

A classified return of the diseases of tlie patients admitted during 
the year is given ill the Appendix (No. 4). 



Stebvehs’ Hospital. 

This institution was in a satisfactory state on inspection ; its wards 
clean, well ventilated, and the patients evidently well attended to. 

On the 31st March, 1858, 180 patients remained in hospital; 
2,546 were admitted during tlie year; 2,486 were discharged; and 
48 died. This mortality on the number treated to a termination, 
2,534, is remarkably low, and is, we believe, to be attributed partly 
to the large number of constabulary patients that are admitted, many 
for syphilis and other diseases that are rarely 7 fatal, and partly to that 
class being generally persons of sound constitutions. 

The average time spent bv the patients in hospital was 27 i days. 
The hi idlest number was 208 in May ; the lowest, 169, was in Sep- 
tember 0 The average number of beds daily occupied through the 
year was 190, 
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Stamms' The relative expenditure of this hospital in respect to maintenance 

Hospital. anc [ j. o estakiiainrant appears very satisfactory. Though £1,106 
were expended on building and furnishing in 1857-8, and £1,016 
on repairs of buildings in 1858-9, the expenses for maintenance and 
for establishment were nearly of the same amount in the former 
year, and in the latter maintenance was £2,303, and establishment, 
£3,000. 

The repairs appear to have been well completed. 

The Governors represent the great advantages of the lately 
established School of Medicine in connexion with the hospital, and 
tlia benefits that are derived from the practice of the recently 
erected fever wards in respect to medical instruction. 

A classified return of the diseases of the patients admitted in the 
year is given in the Appendix (No. 5).

' 6 __ ' J ~ On the 31st March, 1858, 03 patients remained in hospital ; 1,042 
were admitted in the year ended 31st, March, 1859; 989 were dis- 
charged ; 45 died ; and 71 remained under treatment. The mortality 
was 4' 35 per cent. 

The average time spent by the patients in hospital was 22^ days. 
A classified list of the diseases of the patients admitted during the 



year is given in the Appendix (No. 6). 

The accommodation of this hospital has been so much increased 
lately as to admit of 14 beds being added in the infirmary depart- 
ment, by which the benefits of the institution will be much extended 
in a curative sense as well as in affording a larger field for medical 
instruction. 

The establishment expenses of this institution appear to bear a 
fair proportion to those for maintenance.

d ml£al This institution was in a very satisfactory state on inspection. 

’ On the 31st March, 1858, 65 patients remained in hospital ; 1,310 

were admitted in the year ended 31st March last; 1,223 were dis- 
charged ; 82 died ; and 70 remained at that date. 

The mortality was moderate, considering that all the admissions 
were cases of febrile diseases, many of the most dangerous kind, as 
will appear on reference to the classified list which is given in the 
Appendix (No. 7). 

The average time Spent by the patients in hospital was 1G£ days. 

The establishment expenses of this institution, compared with the 
cost of maintenance, is considerably higher than in Steevens’, the 
Meath, or the House of Industry Hospitals. In 1856-7 the main- 
tenance cost was £889; that of edfcblisliment, £1,943 ; in 1847-8 
their cost, respectively, was £1,204 and £2,044; and in 1858-9 it 
was £1,001 and £2,217 — the annual average of the three years 
being £1,031 for maintenance, £2,068 for establishment. 
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The institutions that are most similar to the Cork-street Hospital, The o>r£- 
in respect to dietary, and officers, and servants, are the House of 
Industry Hospitals and the Meath. In the former, the average — 
yearly cost for maintenance during the three last years lias been 
£5,107 ; that for establishment, £3,488 ; in the latter, the cost of 
maintenance averaged £948; for establishment, £958. 

The three years’ averages in Steevens’ Hospital are — £2,672 for 
maintenance, and £2,875 for establishment; but as a large propor- 
tion of the patients are a class that cannot require much stimuli, 
or, perhaps, other expensive articles of diet and drink that are 
necessary for patients affected with febrile diseases, the comparison 
with Steevens’ is, perhaps, not so apposite as with the other two. 

We have requested the attention of the Managing Committee of 
the Cork-street Hospital to this subject. 

The Medical Officers state that much benefit has been derived 
from the attendance and supervision of the two Resident Pupils. 

Having received a communication from the Board of Guardians 
of the South Dublin Union respecting the charge made for fever 
patients sent to the Cork-street Fever Hospital in the workhouse 
cart, we conferred on the subject with a deputation from them 
and with one from the Managing Committee of that hospital, and 
we have had some correspondence with the latter respecting the 
question in dispute between them ; and as we have been unable to 
induce the Managing Committee to adopt our suggestions on this 
point, we report the correspondence for your Excellency’s considera- 
tion, as required under any such circumstances by the 20th clause 
of the Dublin Hospitals Act.*' 

It may however be necessary to make a few explanatory obser- 
vations on the subject. 

For many years patients were conveyed to the Cork-street Fever 
Hospital in a cart belonging to that institution, after having been 
visited, at the residences of the sick, by the physicians on extern 
duty, who certified such patients to be ill of fever or other febrile 
contagious disease. This practice was discontinued some time 
after the reduction of the Parliamentary grant, when the physicians 
extern duty and the use of the cart ceased. Since the arrange- 
ments for carrying out the dispensary system under the Medical 
Charities Act came into operation, patients affected with contagious 
diseases are certified as such by the District Dispensary Medical 
Officers, and are sent to the Cork-street Fever Hospital in a cart 
provided by the South Dublin Board of Guardians, on an order 
from the Workhouse Master. In the same manner, any of the 
pauper inmates of the workhouse, who become ill of fever, are 
admitted into that hospital ; and, besides, such as are round ill ot 
fever, on being examined at the hospital gate are aiso admitted. 

The Managing Committee state that the satisfactory working ot 
the institution renders it necessary that all patients that are 
admitted in the workhouse cart ’shall be paid for by the Board of 
Guardians, whether they are sent as pauper inmates of the work- 
houses or from their own residences ; whilst the Board of Guardians

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are willing to pay for the pauper inmates of the workhouse, hut 
not for those who are sent from their own residences. The grounds 
on which they are unwilling to pay for the latter are, that this 
is the class for which the public grant is given, and that, if sent 
to the hospital in any other mode than in the workhouse cart, 
they would he admitted, and would not be charged for, as is the 
case with many of the patients that are received into it. 

Conci .’ring in these views, and being of opinion that in a sani- 
tary sense it is very desirable that there should be as little delay 
as possible in the removal of such cases to the hospital, and that no 
reasonable excuse should exist for the conveyance of fever patients, 
or those suffering from srnall-pox, and other very contagious diseases, 
in the vehicles which ply for public hire in this city, to the great 
danger of the community, and that a vehicle specially for the con- 
veyance of such patients should be provided, as is done by the 
Board of Guardians, we have advised the Managing Committee not 
to charge for patients that are not workhouse inmates, whether 
they are brought to the hospital in the workhouse cart or other- 
wise, due care being taken by their medical officers that only cases 
fit for such an institution be received. 

As the Managing Committee refuse to concur in these views, 
the correspondence on the subject is reported. 



The Rotundo Lying-in Hospital. 

This institution was in excellent condition when we inspected it, 
every portion being in a very satisfactory state. 

On the 31st March, 1858, 40 patients remained under treatment, 
and 1,376 were admitted during the year ended the 31st March 
last, of whom 1,177 were labour cases, and 199 patients affected 
with chronic diseases, chiefly uterine ; 1,335 were discharged; 30 
died; and 53 remained in hospital at the latter date, 41 of whom 
were labour patients. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year was 
40—30 in the labour wards, 10 in the chronic wards. The labour 
patients averaged 8 days in hospital; the chronic, 17f. 

One hundred and forty-nine labour patients were attended at 
their respective residences, of wffiom only two died — one of bronchitis, 
one of puerperal fever. 

The mortality among the labour class in hospital was 28, or 2*40 
per cent. ; only two of the chronic class died. 

A classified list of the diseases of the chronic cases, and one which 
shows the diseases of which labour patients died, are given in the 
Appendix (No. 9). 

Independently of the great value of this institution as a lying-in 
hospital, this list shows how considerably it contributes to the relief 
of women affected with very serious and wretched diseases, and how 
much, in both respects, it must be a means of imparting sound prac- 
tical information to the students who attend it. 

The extern attendance afforded by the institution appears very 
satisfactory. 
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The Coombe Lying-in Hospital. The Coombe 

Lying-in 

The Governors of this institution have had difficulties in obtaining Hospital. 
a secure tenure of the hospital premises, but we learn that they 
have at length succeeded in doing so, and are now engaged in 
making some alterations and repairs which were much required. 

Four hundred and sixty labour cases, and seven patients affected 
with, chronic uterine diseases, were admitted during the year ended 
31 st March last. 

The mortality was low, 1-50 per cent. Some cases of puerperal 
fever having occurred, the hospital was closed for short periods on 
three occasions, when applicants were admitted into lying-in wards 
in Peter-street, and others were attended, as usual, at their own 
residences. 

The number of externs attended at their own residences was 400. 



St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital. sa A/«rA’ 

OpMhahm 

This institution continues to be very satisfactorily conducted, JIos P liaL 
affording considerable relief to extern as well as to intern patients. 

In the year ended 30th September, 1858, the number admitted 
into hospital was 173, of whom 122 were males, 51 females; and, 
beside, 1,618 new cases of diseases of the eyes, and 423 of diseases 
of the ear were treated as extern dispensary patients. 

We give in the Appendix (No. 10) a table which shows the dif- 
ferent counties from whence the intern patients came ; another, the 
classes of diseases with which they were affected ; a third, the. opera- 
tions that were performed during the year; and a fourth, the dis- 
eases of the 1,618 eye cases, ancl those of the 423 ear patients. 

Though much attention is paid to ophthalmic diseases at the 
general hospitals in this city, the benefits that are conferred on that 
class of patients through the agency of this special institution are 
far more considerable than coulcl be supposed from an expenditure 
of £423. But the community are not benefited merely by the 
relief which is afforded, in a greater or less degree, to a considerable 
proportion of these 2,214 patients, as the knowledge of ophthalmic 
surgery which pupils acquire by attendance on a special hospital 
where so many patients are treated, so many operations performed, 
much clinical instruction given, and courses of lectures regularly 
delivered, on the subject, must be of much value to the people of 
the various districts, or to the particular service, in which these 
pupils subsequently practise. 



The Hospital for Incurables. 

This institution contained 70 inmates when we inspected it. The 
entire establishment was in perfect order, and the comforts of the 

patients evidently well attended to. nQ -o , 

Sixty- ei^ht patients remained on the 31st March, loDo, ana ol 
were admitted in the following year. Four- left the hospital, and 
30 died, leaving 71 on the 31st March, 1859. A classified list of 
the 37 that were admitted, and one of the 30 that died, are given 
in the Appendix (No. 11). 



The Hospi- 
tal for 
Incurables. 
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Tho Hospi- We think it very desirable that the benefits of this excellent 
Incurables, institution should, as proposed by the Governors, be extended to 
— the former number of patients, by an increase of the grant to the 
original sum of £500, which would enable them to fill the vacant 
beds. 

We append Tables, Appendix (No. 12), which give in detail the 
income and expenditure of each hospital, the number of patients 
treated , and the results, the average daily number of beds occupied 
through the whole year, and the average cost per bed in each in- 
stitution. 

It will be perceived by those tables that the year’s total income 
of the nine Hospitals was £27,831 2 s. 2d., and the total expendi- 
ture £26,027 15s. 10d.; that 11,769 patients were admitted, 11,220 
discharged, and that 493 died in the year. 

The returns of the diseases of patients given in the Appendix, 
Nos. 4, 5, G, and 7, have been prepared from the new form of 
Registries which have been in operation since the 1st of January, 
1859. They show the number affected with particular diseases, 
or with diseases of particular organs ; the number of deaths in 
either case, and the mortality percent. We shall endeavour in 
our future Reports to make these Returns as available for the pro- 
motion of medical science as the data that the Registries supply 
will enable us, so that the objects contemplated by the Parliamen- 
tary Committee of the House of Commons of 1854, may he effected, 
so far as circumstances admit.

Sib,— I have been requested by the Governors of the Coombe Lying-in Hos- 
pital to reply to your letter of the 3rd instant, which was laid before them at 
their meeting to-day. . . 

You are already aware, that in pursuance of the opinion expressed by the Board 
of Superintendence— that the continuance of the connexion between the Coombe 
Hospital and the Petcr-street Auxiliary Hospital was not consistent with the 
intention of the Act of Parliament— the Governors of this hospital have parted 
with their interest in u the auxiliary” from the 25th of last June, having accepted 
the only proposal which was made for it ; and that it is not now maintained, in 
part or in whole, out of the funds oi this hospital. 

You are likewise aware, that the leases of this hospital have been at length 
completed, and that the premises are now in the exclusive possession of the 

Governors. . , _ . . 

Immediately on receiving legal possession, the Governors entered into contracts 
for the due and complete repair of the hospital buildings, and it is expected that 
these will be completed before the end of the year. These repairs comprised the 
almost total removal of both the flank and rere walls of the hospital— the raising 
of the roof over the back part of the premises— the painting ot the house— and 
other substantial repairs, entailing an outlay of considerably more than two 

hU Durini D tbe^epairs, with the sanction of the Board of Superintendence, the 
Governors have entered into arrangements for the accommodation of tlieir patients 
in what was the Peter-street Auxiliary Hospital, the few beds available in the 
front wards of the Coombe Hospital being reserved for urgent cases. 

The Governors having long experienced the serious inconvenience which resulted 
from not having a Matron to superintend the domestic mTangements of the hos- 
pital— a circumstance which was the result of msufficient funds hitherto— have 
at lenetli, with the sanction of the Board, elected a lady to that important post. 
She will enter on her duties about the commencement of the year, when suitable 
arrangements will have been made for her reception. 

The large apartment previously occupied by Mrs. Stock has been appropriated 
by the Governors, partly to the use of the Matron, and partly for the reception 
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Appendix, of an increased number of patients. These two portions arc separated from each 
- — - other by a dwarf partition seven feet in height. By this arrangement four addi- 
^°‘ “■ tional beds will be available for the reception of patients.

its. duties.

Sin, — In reply to your letter of 3rd instant, intimating that the Board of 
Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals requested information and suggestions 
respecting the state and condition of this institution, I am directed to inform you 
that, since the former communication from the Governors of 3rd December, 18.58, 
on this subject, the various sanitary and other improvements which were therein 
stated to be in contemplation have beei i ful ly cji rrict 1 into elleet. These alterations 
are as follows, viz.: — The erection of additional ventilating shafts and other 
openings for the circulation of air in the wards ; the substitution of metal bed- 
steads in tlie place of wooden ones; the introduction of gas into some of the 
wards ; and the increase of accommodation in the chronic wards. The Governors 
are happy to be able to report that these measures have been attended with the 
most satisfactory results. 

In addition to the above improvements, the following have also been made: — 

1st. A high wall which ran between the east cud of the hospital and the 
Rotundo lias been entirely removed, whereby the entrance of more light and a 
freer circulation of air has been insured to that portion of the building. 

2nd. The rendering the top sashes of all the windows on the several corridors 
capable of being opened. 

3rd. The enlarging and opening of the window in the cast end of the hospital 
at foot of stair-case, and other minor alterations of u similar nature and tendency. 

These works have involved considerable expense, hut there is every reason to 
believe that they will materially inereiisu the general salubrity of the hospital, 
and add to the comfort of the patients. 

The hospital and all the buildings belonging to it arc in a very excellent state 
of repair. 

In conclusion, the Governors have no hesitation in declaring their opinion that 
every department of the institution is a t present in a most efficient state.

Sir,— I am directed by the Governors of this Hospital to acknowledge your 
letter of the 3rd of December, requiring them to supply the Board ot Superin- 
tendence of the Dublin Hospitals with such suggestions or information as this 
Board mav deem right to give, with respect to the state of this Institution, pre- 
paratory to the Annual Report about to be presented to his Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant. In reply the Board instruct me to say, that they have no further 
information to give (with respect to the state of the building itself) than what 
they have already made known to the Board of Superintendence, in their letter 
of the 11th of October, 1859, no alteration having been made in the water- 
closets, kitchen, or underground portion of the house since last inspected, ilie 
Board of Governors especially regret that they should still have to complain, 
notwithstanding their application, they have not been able to get gas introduced 
into the Hospital, as they consider it necessary to comfort and safety ; and they 
therefore, avail themselves of the present opportunity to strongly suggest, that 
as it appears the Board ofWorks, from other important duties, have not time to 
attend to the requirements of this Hospital, that his Excellency would permit 
the Governors themselves to have any works which may now remain unfinished, 
or in future have to be done, executed under their own supervision. 

Dr. Byrne reports that the classification of patients is strictly attended to. 
He also states that some severe forms of disease have presented themselves in 
those who now apply ; this he attributes to a too tardy application for adimssion 
owing to patients being extensively treated at, the Local Dispensaries ■ Tins 
to be regretted, ns there is ample accommodation in the Hospital for all appli- 
cants, none having been refused admission the past year for want . ritccm-JOa 
Governors wish also to state, that they have endeavoured ^o give effect this season 
to the recommendation of the Parliamentary Committee with respect to the 
admission of pupils, lint, regret to find they will not avafi themed' ves of the 
opportunity afforded, the Certificates of the Hospital not. being rejmredby _ the 
Colleges for their Diplomas. The Board feel that until such is the basest is 
useless to expect that pupils will attend. The Board are glad to be able to 
state, that tiie Institution has been instrumental the past year in ““£”1 
number of the patients to their friends and asylums, as will appear from the

Sin, — I am directed by the Governors of this Hospital to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of the 3rd instant, desiring to be furnished with any : infor- 
mation or suggestions they may deem necessary to give, respecting the state and 
condition of this Hospital. 

I am instructed to state that the Board of Governors, after much consideration, 
have made the following valuable improvements : 

1st. By dividing the large lofty ward on the level of the upper landing, they 
have obtained a good ward fox fourteen beds. 

2nd. They have erected four water-closets, two off the above wards, and two off 
the accident wards, where they were much required. 

3rd. I he ventilation of the new and some oilier wards has been much improved 
by means of perforated metal plates, inserted in the external walls beneath the 
floonug-of the wards, circular plates (also perforated) being fixed in the flooring. 

The Committee consider the Hospital to lie. in a very satisfactory condition at 
present.

S'B,— In reply, to your communication, 1 am directed to inform the Dublin 
Hospitals Committee that the Governors of this institution have recently com- 
pleted the cementing of the remaining two external sides of the hospital, and 
also the putting m of new sashes. The fever hospital has also been improved 
by the addition of a porch to the outer door. At present they are having a 
large kitchen-range erected on a new principle, with bath-rooms constructed in 
the second and third story, one for males and one for females, affording a con- 
stant supply of hot water ; also a separate bath-room for syphilitic cases alone. 
J he machinery supplying these baths being all concealed, there is less risk of 
their being put out of order by the carelessness of servants. The Governors 
have also purchased a patent washing machine, by Bradford of Manchester, 
whidi has proved a most valuable addition to the laundry.
